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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  DISTRICT . 


Nursing. 

A domiciliary  nursing  and  midwifery  service  is  available 
throughout  the  district  as  part  of  the  County  Council's  scheme 
under  the  National  Health  Service  Act. 

District  Nurse/Midwives  are  stationed  at  Barlby,  Skipwith, 
Escrick  and  Heslington. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Bacteriological  samples  are  examined  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Hull. 

Ambulance  Service. 

Ambulances  are  based  at  Selby  and  York. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics, 

Child  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  as  follows 

Barlby  - Wednesdays,  fortnightly,  2 p.m. 
Lunnington  - Wednesdays,  monthly,  2 p.m. 

Elvington  - Mondays,  monthly  2 p.m. 

Fulford  - Monday,  fortnightly,  2 p.m. 

An  Ophthalmic  Clinic  is  held  monthly  at  Barlby  and  Pulford. 

Clinics  for  the  treatment  of  venereal  d-iseases  are  held  each 
week  at  York  and.  Leeds. 

Hospitals: 


General  medical  and  surgical  cases  are  admitted  to  hospitals 
at  York  and  Selby. 

Maternity  cases  are  admitted  to  Pulford  Maternity  Hospital  and 
Westow  Croft  Nursing  Home,  We stow.

Water  Supply. 

A total  of  160  million  gallons  was  distributed  through  the 
Council’s  mains  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  155  millions  in 
1959.  The  proportions  purchased  from  Selby  U.D.C.  and  York 
"Waterworks  Company  remained  approximately  the  same  - 102  millions 
and  58  millions  respectively. 

The  Escrick  Park  private  supply  continues  to  feed  AO  properties 
in  the  village  of  Escrick  and  farms  adjacent  to  the  Village. 

The  Hemingbrough  Water  Tower  of  100,000  gallons  capacity  was 
completed  during  the  year  and  is  now  in  use.  The  result  has  been 
an  appreciable  improvement  in  the  pressure  of  water  in  the  Cliff e 
and  Hemingbrough  areas,  and  since  the  Tower  has  been  in  use,  no 
complaints  have  been  received. 

During  the  year  59  new  supplies  have  been  connected,  being 
33  domestic  and  26  metered. 

Sewage  Disposal. 

The  Fulf ord- He sling ton  sewerage  scheme  has  been  completed 
during  the  year  and  is  now  in  use  over  the  whole  length  of  main 
sewer.  Various  estates  and  properties  have  been  connected,  and 
individual  connections  are  proceeding. 

"York  on  Dunnington  sewerage  scheme  is  in  progress,  and  the 
anticipated  completion  date  is  September/October,  1961. 

Various  other  village  schemes  are  in  course  of  preparation, 
and  during  the  coming  year  it  is  anticipated  that  approval  will 
be  forthcoming  in  respect  of  Elvington,  Escrick,  Nabum  and 
Hemingbrough.  This  will  still  leave  Riccall,  Vheldrake  and  Cliff e 
as  major  villages  without  proper  sewerage  facilities,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  money  will  be  available  to  permit  these  essential  schemes 
to  proceed  as  early  as  possible. 

Refuse  Collection. 


The  two  S.  & D.  Freighters  continue  to  serve  satisfactorily  and 
under  normal  conditions  are  sufficient  for  the  weekly  collection.  The 
absence  of  any  stand-by  refuse  vehicle  means  that  if  a breakdown  occurs, 
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problems  arise.  A general  purpose  lorry  is  considered  as  an 
emergency  vehicle  only,  for  even  with  the  use  of  covering  sheets, 
the  arrangement  is  unsatisfactory.  With  the  gradual  increase 
of  bulk  refuse,  thd  time  is  coming  when  a standby  vehicle  will  be 
necessity. 

Housing . 

During  the  year  under  review,  application  for  Standard 
Grants  totalled  55;  applications  for  Discretionary  Grants  totalled 
20,  being  7 less  that  last  year,  a reduction  which  was  anticipated. 

The  total  amount  paid  out  in  Standard  Grants  during  the  year  was 
£5,531.  In  the  previous  year,  the  scheme  was  only  commencing  and 
only  two  Grants  totalling  £166  were  paid. 

The  amount  paid  in  Discretionary  Grants  during  the  year 
totalled  £4,816  compared  to  the  previous  years  total  of  £5  713* 

Of  the  total  number  of  properties  on  which  Grants  were  paid 
during  the  year  I960,  43  were  occupied  by  Tenants,  and  32  were 
Owner/ Occupied. 

The  simplified  procedure  of  Standard  Grants  appears  to 
operate  satisfactorily.  In  some  schemes  where  a Discretionary 
Grant  could  be  appropriate,  the  Applicant  shows  preference  for  a 
Standard  Grant  as  long  as  the  amount  of  Standard  Grant  is 
reasonably  near  what  he  might  expect  under  a Discretionary  Grant. 

General  Housing  Conditions. 

A total  of  8 unfit  properties  were  demolished  during  the 
year,  and  the  Tenants  from  those  occupied  at  the  time  were  rehoused 
by  the  Council.  Various  properties  are  under  consideration  and  during 
the  coming  year  it  is  expected  several  Closing  or  Demolition  Orders 
will  be  made. 

Food  Premises 


Regular  inspection  of  Food  Premises  continues  to  show 
satisfactory  conditions. 

Attention  has  been  directed  for  some  time  to  the  improvement 
of  sanitary  accommodation  at  Licenced  Premises  and  the  present  position 
is  that  out  of  31  Licenced  Premises  in  the  District,  28  have  water 
bom  sanitation  for  both  sexes.  Of  the  three  remaining,  one  will  be 
completed  during  the  coming  year  following  the  availability  of  a sewer 
at  Heslington,  one  will  be  dealt  with  similarly  when  Hemingbrough 
sewer  is  available,  and  the  final  one  is  under  discussion  with  the 
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owners  regarding  independent  arrangement,  as  no  sewer  is  likely 
to  "be  available  for  some  time. 

Meat  Inspection. 

The  private  Slaughterhouses  situated  two  at  Dunnington,  and 
one  in  Cliff e,  Elvington,  Escrick,  and  Fulford  continue  to  be  used, 
but  there  is  a tendency  for  the  Licencees  to  occasionally  have 
animals  slaughtered  at  the  local  central  Slaughterhouse.  100,1 
inspection  is  carried  out  of  all  animals  slaughtered,  and  during 
355  visits,  a total  of  327  bovines,  995  sheep,  and  354  pigs  were 
examined. 

A total  amount  of  unsound  meat  condemned  was  188  stones. 


General  Inspection. 

Various  complaints  of  nuisance,  housing  disrepair,  and 
sanitary  defects  have  been  investigated  and  action  taken,  but  it 
has  not  been  necessary  to  request  the  Council  to  institute  any 
formal  action.  A total  of  1,750  visits  were  made  during  the  year, 
other  than  visits  to  Slaughterhouses,  for  the  purpose  of  meat 
inspection  as  mentioned  above.
